It might be possible to say 
too much about some things, 
but it is hardly possible to re-| 
peat too much the good fea- | 
tures of whatever 1s of divine 
origin. Those who are fam- 
iliar with their Bibles ac- 
knowledge that the Church of 
God is of divine origin and 
thus merits the respect of 
every true lover of the Lord.

Among 
others that were groping their 
way along in the early dawn 
that were such a help to us 
we could name, A. B. Simp- 
son, Seth C. Reece, M. W. 
Knapp, Stephen Merritt, 
Alex. Dowie, F. W. Sanford, 
J. B. Mitchell, E. Wigle, and 


S. B. Shaw. 
Some of these have passed 


over on the other side while 





a few of them still remain. 


But strange to say that none 
of those who are still living 
are with us, but seem to have 
closed their eyes and ears 
againist the light as the day 
has passed from dawn to the 
sunsrise when the sumbeams 
are playing and dancing over 
the hills and mountains, and 
warming the settlers and 
causing the hearts of sincere 
worshipers to be renewed, 
and many of them are _leav- 
ing their old homes (common 
churches) and moving over 
into the Church of God.

This is what makes it the 
Church of God. Obedience 
1o Jesus in everything (Eph. 
5:24) Because of this, and 
its ability by God’s guidance 
and help to put down and out 
all false teaching (Acts 15,Ti- 
tus 1:10-13.), it is a safe retreat 
and protection for innocent 
sincere Jovers of Christ. 


We do not claim to have 
discovered and put in oper- 
ation the perfect system in its 
fullness, but we are obligated 
to walk in the light and feel 
our way along carefully from 
one sure stake to another un- 
til we reach the perfect plan 
as operated by James and the 
apostles.

As long as we follow 
this order and the teachings of 
Jesus and the Apostles we 
know we are on safe footing, 
and no one need be afraid to 
venture within her walls.

its chief executive under the 
direction of the Holy Ghost, 
false teachers arose, but they 
were either silenced or put 
out.

If they did they 
would be with us; or if there 
are those anywhere that do, 
we will all be together just as 
soon as proper arrangements 
can be made. 

Many are hearing about us 
and looking this way who 
have not yet fully accepted, 
because they have not yet 
fully understood. Many are 





looking upon the Church of 
God as they do any other or- 
ganization, but it is unlike 
any other instution, andis pre- 
paring for greater achieve- 
ments. Other | institutions 
can be known and understood 
by the intellect, and theirlaws 
be followed and kept because 
they are made known to the 
mind, but the Church of God 
has a deeper significance 
than that. Its true adherents 
get a revelation of its majesty, 
government, glory and power.
